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1, The airfield was located north of Szcmbathely (P 48/C ?d) , east 
of the road to Koeszeg (P 48/X 60} and west of the eorriimnity of 
Soepte (P 48 /C 79)* An old airfield, which has not been used 
since 1945* bordered on the field to the north* The field ? about 
1,500 x # 2,§0G meters , has no concrete runway or installations 
for night flying. The entire field installations- were almost 
completely destroyed during the war. Installations which were 
newly erected up to the fall of 1958 included a flight control 
building, a workshop, a DF station and a garage* The following 
installations were also available* A repaired hangar, quarters 
for the airfield commander and, south of the field, a Soviet 
barracks installation and a Soviet fuel dump*
